Internationally known Lutherans 
will be speakers at these meetings, 
which will take up the theme of the 
World Council of Churches which meets 
at Evanston, Ill, the last two weeks of 
August.

3, Hope 
and Love. 4, Christ the Hope of our Vo- 
cation, 5, Fulfillment of Hope. 6, Christ 
the Hope of Those outside the Church. 
Such men as Dr. Hanns Lilje and IDE, 
Regin Prenter will be among the speak- 
ers. A number of men from the U. S. A. 
will also take part. Dr. Paul C. Nyholm 
will speak on Christ the Hope of those 
Outside the Church at two meetings, 
Pacific Lutheran College, Parkland, 
Wash. Sept. 1-3 and at Yosemite Nat. 
Park, Calif., Sept. 7-9. All pastors have 
been mailed information about these 
meetings. They have been arranged so 
that Lutherans may be able to testify 
better to their faith at Evanston.

Among the delegates to the World 
Council Assembly in Evanston will be 
several prominent Danish church lead- 
ers. Six of these men have kindly con- 
sented to preach on Sunday, Aug. the 
22nd, in congregations of the two syn- 
ods with Danish background. 

Bishop Dr. theol. H. Fuglsang-Dam- 
gaard will go to Racine and Bishop Dr. 
theol. Skat Hoffmeyer to Kenosha. Con- 
gregations in Chicago will have the fol- 
lowing guest preachers: Atonement: 
Pastor C. Rendtorff, Executive secretary 
Danish Mission Society; Golgotha: Pro- 
fessor Dr. theol. N. H. Sge, Copenhagen; 
St. Stephen: Bishop H. H¢gsbro and 
Trinity: Professor Dr. theol. R. Prenter, 
Aarhus. 


It is a special joy to add that one of 
these delegates, Bishop Skat Hoffmeyer 
of Aarhus, (the second largest city in 
Denmark) has very graciously promised 
to give about two months of his time to 
visit congregations of the two synods. 

The bishop has never before been in 
America but he has for many years 
eagerly followed the development in 
American theological literature and 
church life. He has also often showed 
interest in the daughter churches of 
Denmark. He is looking forward with 
great anticipation to visit congregations 
and meet people. 


Bishop Hoffmeyer is a very congenial 
and democratic person and a wide 
awake man of many interests. One of 
his hobbies is study of butterflies, and 
he is to give a lecture at the American 
Museum of Natural History in New 
York. For a number of years he has 
been church editor of Aarhus Stiftstid- 
ende, the largest Danish daily outside 
Copenhagen. He has written several 
books: Frem Geneva to Stockholm; The 
Meaning of Life, illustrated from Brit- 
ish Thought, and Why Be Industrious? 

The ‘bishop has often lectured and 
preached in England, e.g., in St. Paul’s, 
the largest Protestant: church in the 
world. A daughter is married to a 
Scotchman, and on his way to Evans- 
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ton the Bishop will baptize her |

“Think on These Things” 


Hi Leaguers! I would like to share a few thoughts 
with you from the friend of ours who sat chained in a 
prison at Rome but who didn’t forget to keep up his cor- 
respondence. Remember that short paragraph that he 
included to his friends at Philippi just before he signed 
off? 


“Finally, brethren, whatever 1s true, whatever is hon- 
orable, whatever is just, whatever is pure, whatever is 
lovely, whatever is gracious, if there is any excellence, 
if there is anything worthy of praise, think about these 
things!” 


It’s a fast world that we are living in and it seems that 
to all appearances that it is going to get faster before it 
gets slower. Perhaps if Paul could have looked out of 
his prison door and seen our world here in 1954 he 
would have pulled his head back in and said, “No 
thanks, [ll take prison.” But if he knew how many of 
you young people were going to read his letter, I’m sure 
that he would have underscored those words that we 
just quoted. 

You young people are the object of the world’s atten- 
tion. Every radio and TV commercial produced is inter- 
ested in telling you what is the best, what is the loveli- 
est, and what is the most excellent. Every movie adver- 
tisement and every magazine cover is geared to get you 
to stand up and shout! Every comic and crooner and disc 
jockey you encounter is just wild to clue you in on 
what makes for the “good life.” But before you buy 
what the whole world is trying to sell you—‘think 
about these things.” 

The world is filled with things that are pure and good 
and just and excellent and worth thinking about—but 
in the world that you and I live in it will take a little 
thinking and choosing to decide what is good. The good 
things, the lovely and gracious things that you and I 
want from life aren’t just handed to us or “pushed off” 
on us as easily as everyone around us seems to be doing. 
The good things in life are often deceptive—because

they are not always fragrant to the nose, appealing 
the eyes, or pleasant to the ears. Sometimes the g¢ 
things involve suffering, or self-sacrifice, humiliati 
or tears. In fact, very often! : 

This may sound like a strange thing to say to j 
young people, but it is extremely important in a wo 
where Satan is battling in the most subtle manner e& 
ceivable for your soul. Some have said that it was e: 
in days past to distinguish between the good and k 
because things were either black or white, but tod 
we have difficulty because every thing is a blur and 
all seems grey. That a whole nation and perhaps 
whole world can be so deceived shows the subtle poy 
of Evil. 


I know that you as young people have difficulty 
deciding day in and day out what is good and what 
not. And perhaps the actions and advice of those abe 
you are the most confusing. Perhaps you even wonc 
sometimes if it makes any difference whether y 
know what is pure and lovely, or whether you do wh 
is just and honorable. It does make a difference—all 1 
difference in the world, if your life is to be what G 
has planned for it. 


My prayer for you, young people, is that you ¥ 
start with Christ! Above the glitter and the intoxie: 
ing call of the world, above the confusion and cont 
diction of those whose lives and witness you have loc 
ed to for an example, is the Eternal One in whom the 
is no variation or shadow due to change.

in an ultimate hour. He was not a mystic; he had not re- 
garded himself as an unusually religious man. But he had ¢ 
rigorous mind, logical and decisive. He began to think as 
clearly and cogently as he had ever done in his life. He 
said to himself, “The Universe is not dead. Therefore, there 
is an Intelligence there, and it is all-pervading. The 
human race, then, is not alone in the Universe; though ] 
am cut off from human beings, I am not alone.” 

It was a reasoned, logical approach. But now that at last 
he needed such insight, it came clearly and strongly. He 
had a sense of the Universe backing him up in his fight 
for life. Slowly he pushed the black wings of approaching 
death and the icy breath of the miasmas of fear and began 
a fight that does credit to the latent heroism in the hearts 
of men. And he won through. As early as it was possible, 
and long before it was safe, members of his expedition 
came to his rescue. But the victory had already been won, 
by one man, alone, with the unseen Power of God backing 
him up.
